DButis there no davger of this |
megleot ooonrriog ! no danger of their spring-
ing np largely an indifference to the claims of
soccepted maxims of condnct, an under-esti-
mate of the value of gocial acoord, a passionate
yeadinees of gelf-assertion, a foolish, thonght- |
less, nud, in oertain conditions of temper, a |
malignant contempt for the advantages which
the sovial nnion confers even npon those who
have moat diverged from the beliefs which |
have been chiefly inglromental in binding our |
modern society together? If thia be go, and ‘

fhere are some wise observers who profess to
entertaln apprebiensions in this direction, then |
it is certain that the penalties which society—
that is to say, the majority of the oirole to
whioch & man belongs—hbas in its power to
inflict have logt their efficaoy as deterrents,
aud that a growing number of peraons are |
Jess and less moved by fear of them. Itis
worth while to put this in another way, per-
haps; that the plensures whioh society has to
offer, and its prizes, and everything else, have
fost their attractions for many minds, g0 that
2o be deprived of them counts for less thaa it
might do, or than it used to do. People of a
certain gort, and that hardly the lowest sort
gither, ventnre to encounter the dizapproval
of gets and circleg to which they belong, be-
cause their approval brings o consequenoes
that they are capable of holdivg dear. In
other words, opinfon has not moved eqnally
over the faoe of society. (iue portion of the
world has pushed on or aside, while the rest
has remained stationary and fixed in a little
narrow oircle of ideas, pursnits, and pastimes,
whioh the others have ontgrown. The stiffan-
ing of social forms, the ever-growing rigidity
of etiquettes, the multiplication of fashiona-
ble shibbolethg of speech and thought and
babit—all this means the voluntary self-
exolusion of a good wmany peopls of indepen-
dent humor from a lifs which cramps, re-
gtraing, and ivfinitely wearies them.

And the striking thing i3, a8 we have jast
hinted, that those who flout soclety, aud re-
treat to rural hermitages, or shat themsalves
up in solitary chambers—or slge, while feign-
ing rolitude, enjoy compsnionships moreceg-
nizable by drawing-rooms—are uot by any
means peopls of the lowest sort, either in in-
telligenos, aspiration, position, or gensral
sovial good-will. They are no muayracs sujets,
out-at-elbows, insolveut, inveterate foss to the |
minor conrtesies, hostile to the tailed coat,
On the contrary, in all these thiogs they are
found blamelegs. Thelr bills are paid, thelr
elothes well made, their linen good, their salu-
tation and acoost bayoud reproscl. Neither,
again, are they as a rnle mere oynios. It is
not becauss thsy despize life, and its enormouns |
taska and tiny accomplishments, that they
gave themeelves (1o uge a French idiom) from
the favorite hannta of the majority of their
fellows; rather brcanse they esteem life too
preciona to ba given away to folly and
grievons hollownsza, It ia probably inevitable
that a Jittle folly and a great deal of hollow- |
nees should grow into communities that are
very large, very rich, and, from their unmel-
lowed age and fundamental constitution, vary
artificial. But the inevitable is still very ofien
that to which the best minds least easily re- |
ooncile themeelves. This or that may be no
more than the necesgary result of condi- |
tions which noe mortal man oan repair or muoch
modify; yet we like it just as little, and are
just as little ready to submit oursslves te its
burden. Hence, the more unavoldable you
show the artiflsinlity of socialy to be, not the
leas but the more are psople whom artifiviality
revolta disposed to turn their backs on the
peene, and geek glmplicjty in solitnde or else |
in tciiqna. It is quite trune that in neither
of these two resorts are they pure of finding |
what they seek, for the solitary and ruﬂervuﬁ ‘
man not geldom hecomes as artificial in his
own way a8 the dweller in courts and kiags’ |
houses; while in emall oligues artificiality in
one ghape or other is pretiy sure to have a

It may be eaid, with reason, that the
po-oalled pleasnres whioh soolety places at the
feet of those whom it delighteth to honor are [
not particularly plessurable in themselves,
but are the ontward aod  vislble
pigns of a high esteem and oreditable repute
among men, The weakest part of Lthis conso-
lation to the tewporary ldol of thoss who dis-
tribunte goolal prizes is that he sees them be-
stowed, far more steadily and lavishly than
upon himeelf, on the wob of the mentally rag-
tag and tobtail who fringe dinser-tables and |
drawivg roome, If to be taken much notive |

banpere, victorions and jubilant, They too
often shalce off the old things, not with a
touch of regrel at parling with what has served
generation after generation of good peopls, but
a8 cluver men who have found eut a triok and
an imposture. There may be many cansas for
tuch & homor, and one of them is the disre-
gard into which gocisly has brought suoch
paine and penalties ag it has to nss,  Bat this,
after all, is only removiog the diffionlty a step
farther back, Why have the social sanctions
grown o comparatively ineffiocient ! Why are
average soclal pleasures so slight, and the
deprivation of them go little felt? It must be
that the world has grown so big; there ia suoch
ample room and variety that men have wider
choice of gocleties than they have in simpler
daye and among more primitive communities.
A man must be a decided villain to be univer-
gally tabooed, and on the other hand there are
not many forms of eocentricity which he can
choose to play at In which he will fail
to find playmates; aud, if he has any just
force of character, it will be no drawback to
the pleasures which their companionship con-
fers upon him that they are not the vapid and
monotenons pleasnres of that lofty but far
from exhanstive section which calls itself the
world, BSeen im this light, the complaint of
the decay of the efficacy of the sovial penalty
does mot come to very much: it only implies
that there is no longer anythiog like a single
sud uniform tritunal for that sort of diver-
gency to which the complaint usually refers.
Out of the track of acts and opinions which
universal common genge holds to be pestilent,
and will not tolerate on any terms, & man
may defy the opinion of ouve set of people in
the just confidence that he is gecure of the
approval of some other get, There is soarcely
anybody in the world, and certainly not any-
body worth taking into account, who is not
responsible to some sooial tribunal or other;
only in our modern society these tribunals are
vastly numerous—whether too nnmerons and
too individoalized for the psrfect Lhealth of
the body politio, enly very wonderfal philose-
phers indeed can positively decide.—London
St ra."f.-_.:,r Review.
